DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The affidavit filed on May 5, 2009, under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome 
the JP 0800761 4A reference. Furthermore, an affidavit was filed on August 28, 2009, 
under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 , to remove Japanese Patent Application H07-1 76794 as prior art.

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 31 , 33-36, 44, 47, 48, 51 , 52, 70, 71 and 73-76 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 31 , 33-36, 44, 47, 48, 51 , 52, 70, 71 and 73-76, the prior 
art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious all the limitations of the base claim 
70, including: wherein the LED is energizable to emit radiation and the phosphor is 
arranged to be impinged by radiation from the LED so that the LED/phosphor assembly 
produces white light back light illumination for the liquid crystal display. Claims 31, 33- 
36, 44, 47, 48, 51 , 52, 71 and 73-76 depend from claim 70, and thus are also allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
